He urges, and justly so, that legiti­ 
mate business have full sway, 
for 
without 'business the country’s cred­ 
it would be lost and its cause in the 
war greatly damaged. 
“The tendency on the part of 
many of our citizen*," 'Mr. Straus 
said, “to practice indiscriminate ec­ 
onomy at this time is regrettable be­ 
cause of the danger of injustice to 
legitimate 
business 
enterprises, 
without any benefit therefrom to our 
government in 
winning 
the 
war. 
Furthermore, it is 
regrettable 
be­ 
cause of the possibility of foster­ 
ing a popular misunderstanding of 
{the true meaning of thrift.” 
This condition, if it were to con­ 
tinue, would tend to 
discount the 
A'aluaible 
lessons 
in 
the sensible 
practices of thirft which Ave as in­ 
dividuals and as a nation must learn 
from the war. 
We must bear in mind that money 
is just as essential in winning the 
war as food. ammunition and guns. 
Any 
condition, 
therefore, 
Avhieh 
tends to halt business, transacted 
along c o n s e i ’A a t i A ’e lines, and 
stop 
the flow of money through the cus­ 
tomary channels, saps our financial 
power. 
Money, lying 
dormant, is 
cold 
metal—nothing 
more. 
Money 
is 
merely a symbol of wealth. 
It has 
no value whatever excepting Avhen in 
circulation or when used as the ba­ 
sis of credit. 
Real wealth is only 
that which money can buy. 
We must differentiate betAveen the 
elmination of Avaste and the Avitn- 
holding of money* from 
legitimate 
business. 
We must remember that 
AA’hat is one man’s luxury i- another 
man’s necessity, jointly creating a 
transaction on 
Avhich business 
and 
employment depend. 
This 
state­ 
ment does not, of course, imply en­ 
couragement of extravagance. 
In 
the practice of true thrift now or at 
any time, there is no waste. 
Especi­ 
ally now we must liberally subscribe 
and to our greatest ability to

Liberty I owns and war charlies, but 
we must remember also that Ave will
